«i Tey. DeBolster began by thanking all 
“members of the Redeemer College family for 
the prayers extended on his behalf during his 
“recent serious illness. He informed the au- 
-dience that he has fully recovered and has 
returned to his full-time duties at the College. 
_ With deep appreciation, Rev. DeBolster 
acknowledged the efforts on behalf of the 
‘Col ege by members of the Board: of Gover- 
e Committee and the 
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year, but also a demanding year with many 
Challenges. Members of the various commit- 
‘tees and Board were always prepared to carry 
“Out their responsibilities. 

_ Most of the full-time faculty members were 
present at the meeting and after Rev. 
DeBolster had introduced them, the au- 
dience responded with extended applause. 
‘The new Academic Dean, Dr. James Payton 
of Stratiord, and Associate Dean, Prof. Justin 
Cooper, were also introduced, as were new 
faculty members, Dr. Henry Brouwer of Lon- 

don and John Vriend of St. Catharines. Dr, 
Douglas Loney of Victoria, B.C. and Dr. Ber 
Palman of Toronto, who also have been ap- 
pointed tothe faculty, were unable to attend 
(see “New Appointments,” p. 2), 

_ A-special word of appreciation was ex- 
tended to retiring Acting Dean, Dr. Wytse 
Wan Dijk, who is returning to teaching and 
esearch on a full-time basis, For the past two 
years, Dr. Van Dijk has been carrying out the 
responsibilities of two positions. Dr. Payton 
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will assume Dr. Van Dijk's academic act 
ministration cuties. 

Student recruitment efforts continue to be 
blessed. Rev. DeBolster informed the 
members that Redeemer College has 114 ap 
plicants for admission for September 1986. 
This compared with 93, 75 and 80 in 1984, 
1983 and 1962 respectively, It is anticipated 
that Redeemer College will enroll approx: 
imately 240 full-time students (new and re- 
tuming) this coming September. 

This past year has been a year of miracles. 
Recognition of Redeemer College by the 
Association of Universities and Colleges of 
Canada (AUCC) was but one of the high- 
lights. After an intensive two- day Evian

Rev. DeBolster concluded his report by 
acknowledging the tremendous blessings of 
the Lord in the work of Redeemer College.

Financial Statements 





Treasurer Kees Vreugdenhil of Chatham 
reported on the most recent Financial 
Statements and the current financial status of 
Redeemer College. The audited Financial 
Matements for the fiscal year July 1, 1983 to 
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June 30, 1984 showed an excess of revenue 
over expenditures of $49,431, Mr. 
Vreugdenhil also reported that he felt 
Redeemer College would probably end: its 
current fiscal year (lune 30, 1985) in the 
“black.” By motion the Financial Statements 
were received for iniormation and the firm 
Clarkson Gordon. was appointed as auditors 
for the next fiscal year. 


Membership Fee 


For the past number of years there has 
been some contusion in the Redeemer Col- 
lege constituency regarding the annual 
membership fee. The stated membership fee 
was $25.00 annually, but the College, in its 
Drives, has been asking for $10.00 per manth 
or $120.00 per year. 

The Board proposed to the members that 
the minimum membership fee be eliminated 
and that all those who sign the Statement of 
Basis and Principles and who make any finan- 
cial contribution to the College be considered 
members, with the understanding that all 
members be encouraged to donate $10.00 
per month or $120.00 per year.

Elected to the Board for the first time were 
Dr. Anthony Looy, Kingston (Section 
East—Principals Association. Dr. Looy 
replaces Jim Vreugdenhil of Trenton who was 
ineligible for re-election) and Peter Geus, 
Onillia (who replaces Sid Harkema, who has 
resigned from the Board). 

Dr. David Humphreys of Hamilton, who is 
Professor of Chemistry at McMaster Universi- 
ty, was re-elected to the Academic Council. 

The Board was also given permission to ex- 
pand the size of the Board by three additional 
people if it so desires. Redeemer College is 
considering: representation from — the 
Maritimes on its Board and this is now possi- 
ble. 


New Campus 

The highlight of the meeting was considera- 
tion of property purchase and the develop- 
ment of the new campus. 

Raland fonker, Vice President of F.J. 
Reinders and Associates, who serves as pro- 
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fect manager for the campus development, 
with the help of the model of the campus and 
several architects’ drawings, presented a 
report outlining some of the important facts 
and tures. 

During the discussion, the question was 
raised whether or not Redeemer College was 
proceeding too fast, particularly in light of the 
fact that there are still some unknowns re- 
garding, finances. Could we not stay in our 
present facilities for another year, they 
wondered, Should we not first get firm com- 
mitments for financial support befare we start 
to build was another suggestion. 

It became very clear, however, that 
because of the expanding student body the 
present facilities are simply not adequate. 
Already this year Redeemer College is 
cramped, and next year with additional 
students, professors and courses, the situation 
will be very tight. 

An exhaustive search for other, larger 
facilities has met without success. To add por-

May | ask you to,roll yours over to 
us? This will not cost you anything, for it is 
only a matter of referring money to

trust company. Will you please let us know 
now what you are able to do by way of 
RRSPs, so that we will have an indication of 
available money when we start building 
this summer. Please be in touch with us, 
and we will supply you with the necessary 
information about transferring your RRSP to 
Redeemer College.

Dr. James Payton 
Academic Dean 


Sinee the beginnings of Redeemer Col- 
lege, the position of Academic Dean has 
been filled on an interim, part-time basis, 
by Prof. Justin Cooper and more recently 
by Dr. W. Van Dijk. 

Dr. Van Dijk had made it clear from the 
beginning that he was not interested in be- 
ing the Dean on a long-term basis and that 
his priorities were teaching and research. 
For the past two years he has been essen- 
tially carrying oul the duties of two posi- 
tions, and he has done so with distinction. 
Redeemer College owes him a great debt of 
gratitude. 

The result of the Dean search came to ex- 
pression with the appointment of Dr. 
Payton. Redeemer College is absolutely 
delighted with his acceptance of the ap- 
pointment. 

Dr. Payton is a graduate of Westminster 
Theological Seminary and eamed his Ph.D. 
in History from the University of Waterloo. 

He has served as a pastor of the Com- 
munity Orthodox Presbyterian Church in 
Blue Bell, Pennsylvania and more recently 
as pastor of the Stratford Christian Re- 
formed Church.

Education 


The search for someone to serve in our 
Education department has been nearly as 


table classrooms at the present location is nat 
permitted because of zoning, and parking 
and health regulations. To the College, it has 
become clear that there is no altemative but 
to proceed with the development of its own 
campus. 

It was proposed that “pround breaking" 
take place this summer (probably in late June) 
with construction taking place until next 
spring and occupancy scheduled to take 
place during the summer of 1986 in prepara- 
‘tion for the 1986-87 academic year, D.V. 

In.an impassioned plea, Rev. DeBolster told 
the members that he felt an affordable and 
responsible fundraising plan had been 
developed. To raise the funds, the College 
has adopted a three-fold strategy: 

1. Donations 
2. RRSP 
3. Loans 

Rev. DeBolster focused on the donation 
aspect of the fundraising program. He told 
the members that if every one of Redeemer 
College's 7,000 supporters: were to donate 
the cost of just five square feet per year for 
five years most of the campus would be paid 
for. Using a construction and furnishing cost 


of $60.00 per square foot, every supperter — 


would be asked for $300.00 per year ioe the 
next five years. 

‘A resounding “AMEN” was'a spontaneous 
response from one of the members and the 
audience agreed with warm enthusiastic ap- 
plause. 

By motion, the members then agreed to 
buy the property site in Ancaster and proceed 
with the development of the campus. 
Unanimously these present then adopted all 
the proposed budgets for the 1985-1986 fiscal 


frantic as the search for a Dean. 

Redeemer College has programs both in 
Elementary Education and Secondary 
Education, It fully believes that only Chris- 
tian college graduates should teach in our 
Christian elementary and secondary 
schools.

Redeemer College 
Joins the Big Leagues

R edeemer College got the news earlier 
this month that it has been accepted 
for provisional membership in the Assocta- 
tion of Universities and Colleges of Canada 
(AUC). 

All major universities and colleges in 
Canada—72 of the m—are AUCC members. 
The association sees itself as a kind of ac- 
creditizing and regulatory group. 
Redeemer president Henry DeBolster says 
that AUCC membership means “‘we aré 
‘in’ as far as the mainstream of education is 
concerned. It's a breakthrough—they have 
said Redeemer College is a -viable, 
legitimate institution of higher learning.” 

‘In Octaber, 1984, an AUCC visiting com- 
mittee made up of Dr. W.G.'Saywell (Presi- 
dent, Simon Fraser University), M.C. 
Hamel (Rector. Université de Sherbrooke), 
Rev. G.A. MacKinnon (President, St. Fran- 
cis Xavier University), and Or, A.M. Krist- 
jansan (Director, Research and Analysis, 
AUCC Secretariat) visited Redeemer. 

The committee talked with Kev. 
DeBolster, other members of the -ad- 
ministration, faculty, stuclents, represen- 
latives of the Academic Council, Board

members, and some supporting members 
of the college community. Based on those 
talks and. examination of Redeemer’s 
facilities, they drew upa report. That report 
was presented to the AUCC Board which 
decided it merited being discussed at the 
AUCC’s annual membership meeting. 


DeBolster was invited to that March 7 
meeting. After some questioning and with 
about 65 of the 72 members present, it was 
voted to accept Redeemer College for pro- 
visional membership. Full membership is 
possible when Redeemer has had at least 
200 students three years in a row. Current 
enrolment ts 211. This is the first year in the 
College's three-year history that enrolment 
has passed the 200-mark. However, first 
year students who have not taken grade 13 
are not classified as “university students." 
This academic year Redeemer has 104 
students whom the AUCC puts in that 
category. 

The “breakthrough” DeBolster speaks of 
is especially evident in the Visiting Commit- 
tee's attitude toward Redeemer’s degree 
programs: Says the report, “It is the juclg- 
ment of the visiting committee that the 
courses constituting the Bachelor of Chris- 
tian Studies program (the degree allowable 


“under Redeemers current charter) are 


comparable to courses leading to a 
Bachelor of Arts in Canadian universities.” 

The report goes on to say that grades 
received by Redeemer students “are com- 
parable with grades the students would ab- 
tain at other Canadian universities.” And 
“ . . academic standards for promotion 


and graduation . . . are comparable to 
Canadian universities generally.” 

The committee felt Redeemer's student- 
faculty ratio is “reasonable,” Some con- 
cem was expressed about minimal 
laboratory facilities, weaknesses in the 
library's Canadian content, and lack of a 
sabbatical policy for faculty members. 

DeBolster says that as far as he knows, 
Redeemer, and Gritish Columbia's Trinity 
Western, are the only private, independent 
schools to have been admitted to the 
AUCC. “It's incredible,” he says. “I'm 
delighted!" 

Overall, 1 seems the grade the ALICC 
gives Redeemer is a definite A." The 
report ends by saying: “In summary, the 
visiting committee was impressed with the 
quality of the faculty, the competence ot 
the administrative staff and the attention 
paid to pood planning and development of 
their academic programs. 

“We were particularly impressed with 
the commitment of all sectors of the col- 
lege. students, faculty, support staff, ad- 
ministrative staff, and the supporting 
broader community to the idea of develop- 
ing their own higher education institution 
at high academic quality.” C)

“Many Christians have died for their 
faith, and some have been willing to kill for 
it. Yet today a mood of spiritual pacifism

hovers over much of Christendom. In this 
book the author calls Christians away from 
this spiritual pacifism and reminds them of 
the need to contend for the faith. 

“Those who fight for the Christian faith 
must also be able to define it, to spell out 
what it is and is not. What is the norm or 
yardstick to be used—reason, experience, 


tradition, Scripture? Each of these 
possibilities is explored in a separate 
chapter. 


“Once the faith is defined, the concept of 
heresy, now widely thought to be out of 
date, comes to the fore and demands con- 
sideration. The author offers a characteriza- 
tion of heresy that goes beyond mere 
disagreement between two groups. Those 
who contend for the faith confront not just 


the enemy within but also opponents who 
take their stand outside the Christian tradi- 
tion, Therefore a concept of apologetics, of 
Christianity’s defense of itself against exter- 
nal criticism, is also developed. Ideas do 
make a difference, and Christians cannot 
atford to be without them!”

It is the 
Christian's responsibility, Wolters argues, 
to strive to bring about this realignment 
with God's ordinances. 

“Finally, Wolters explores ways in which 
the reformational worldview is uniquely 
suited to the task of reforming the world to 
biblically prescribed patterns. He includes 
practical applications, showing how the 
principles he has developed might be ap- 
plied in four specific areas: human aggres- 
sion, spiritual gifts, human sexuality, and 
dance.”
